The great coal mine strike in Great Britain 


has ended itself. The settlement was not ne 
gotiated. It was dictated by stern necessity ; the 
necessity to eat 

Essentially it was an endurance struggle 
between the mine owners and the miners, with 
the government figuring helplessly in the role 


of compromiser where compromise was not pos 


sible. Naturally the miners lost; because their 
money ran out first 

The men go back to work longer hours for 
less pay. Perhaps they are glad to get back 
even on these terms, for their families must be 


fed. But they take back with them the sense of 
defeat, added to the feeling that 
were not getting enough for their labor 

The mine owners thus get more hours’ work 
in return for the wages paid. But one thing 
thy can hardly get-—-the whole-hearted co-oper 
ation of their employees in making the business 
hum. And in these times of highly organized
